DEATH PENALTY

Assassin of The President Elec- 


trocuted at 7.13 O'clock 


This Morning 


" I AM NOT SOREY FOR MY CRIME " 


Were His Farewell Words. Said He Would 


Have Seen His Father. Body Buried 


in Unmarked Grave and Acid

Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 29.—Leon F. Czolgosz, assassin of 


President McKinley, is dead. 


At 7,13 o'clock this morning he paid the life penalty for 


his crime, going to death in the electric chair at Auburn 
prison. 


He was given three contacts with electricity before he 


was pronounced dead, the strength ot the current being 1700 
volts tor each contact 


He went to the chair in exactly the same manner as the 


majority of the murderers in New York state. 


He showed no sign of fear, and did what few others have 


done- This was to talk to the assembled witnesses while he 
was being strapped into the chair. He said to them; 


"I •killed the president because he was an enemy to good 


working people. 


"I am not sorry for my crime. 
"I am awfully sorry I could not see my father." 
Czolgosz had asked for permission to make a formal 


statement to the witnesses in the death chamber, but this was 
refused. All he said, therefore, was in the form, of detached 
sentences quoted above as the straps were adjusted; 


It was with the same air of indif- 


ference that has characterized his 
whole imprisonment as the condemned 
assassin of President McKinley that 
Leon Czolgosz walked to the electric 
chair this morning. There was no 
weakening, no expression of sorrow 
for his crime. 


"I am not sorry for my crime," was 


his only expression of personal feeling 
in connection with that for which he 
was pufe to death. 


The condemned man spent his last 


night on earth in apparently deep and 
untortured slumber. During the eve- 
ning he had met his brother and 
brother-in-law, but had been little 
affected by th« Interview. 


When the death warrant was read 


he was unaffected. Sullenly and stu- 
pidly he appeared to listen to the 
words, but he gave no evidence that 
he appreciated their import. He turn- 
ed away as the reading was finished 
and did not speak. 


At 7 o'clock in the evening the death 


watch was set, with one keeper in the 
cell with him, and another constantly 
on watch outside. By 10 o'clock -the 
prisoner was sleeping soundly, and did 
not wake till 4.45 o'clock this morning. 


When he was ready to dress himself 


he was given a pair of trousers with 
the leg slit, to allow the application of 
of the electrodes, and a pair of new 
shoes. 


Shortly before 7 o'clock the guards 


went to the cell tc lead him to the 
death chamber. 


Wanted to Talk 


Before leaving the cell, Czolgosz said 


to the superintendent, 


"I want to make a statement before 


you kill me. i want t» make it when 
there are a lot of people present to 
hear me." 


"Well, you canno-t," replied the su- 


perintendent. 


"Then I won't talk at all," said the 


prisoner, sullenly. 


Entering tUe Death Chamber 


Then the short march to the death 


chamber was begun. This only a short 
distance from the cells •of those con- 
demned to die. As he entered 
the 


room, the few witnesses who were to 
see the execution were gathered there. 


Czolgosz's face 
changed ever so 


slightly as he came in sight of them 
and of the fatal chair. 


He was hurried into it, and 
the 


strap adjusted as quickly as could be 
done. As the guards were strapping I 
him in, Czolgosz spoke to the witnesses 


once or twice, making the statements 
already quoted. 


To his left, in a sort of cupboard, 


was 
the 
electrical 
apparatus, in 


charge of Electrician Davis. 


The Current Turned On 


As Warden Mead dropped hisjhand- 


kerchief, signalling that all was ready, 
the witnesses saw the body of the 
assassin stiffen with the peculiar re- 
action familiar to those who have seen 
men killed by the electric current. 


For 15 seconds the current was kept 


turned on. Then it was turned off, 
and twice more, for 10 seconds each 
time, it was turned through the circuit. 


Then Dr. Carlos A. McDonald of 


New ork and Dr. Gerin of Auburn, the 
official 
physicians, pronounced the 


body lifeless. The electrocution was 
complete.

tion and returned the formal finding of 
his case was composed as follows:

ACID POURED OVER BODY 


After ft Was Burled in trnmarked 


Grave In Prlaou Cemetery 


Auburn, Oct. 29—After the autopsy 


which followed the execution of Col- 
gosz, the body was placed in a black 
stained pine coffin and taken to the 
prison cemetery. 


A carboy of acid was poured upon 


the body in te coffin after it had been 
lowered into the grave. 


It is estimated it will be entirely dis- 


Jntegrated withing 12 hours. 
During that time a strong guard will 
be kept ov£i the unmarked grave 


This disposition of the body was en- 


abled to be made without difficulty, as 
a result of the 
action of Czolgosz's 


brother. Seeing the uselessness of his 
effort to secure the body, and hearing 
from the crematory where he hoped to 
take it that the body would not be re- 
ceived there, he signed the following 
statement: 


"To J. Warren 
Mead, agent and 


warden Auburn Prison: 


"I hereby authorize you, as warden 


of Auburn prison, .to dispose 
of he 


body of my brother, Leon F. Colgoaz, 
by burying it in te cemetery attached 
to the prison, as provided by the law 
of the state of New York. 


"This request is made upon the ex- 


press understanding that no part '>f 
"the remains will be given to liny per- 
son or society, but that the entire body 
will be buried, in accordance wlttt the 
law, in the cemetery attached to the 
prison. 
(Signed) 


WALDEK CZOLGOBZ." 


Brain Wa» Above Normal 


Naturally almost the entire atten- 


tion of the physicians assigned to hold 
the autopsy was directed toward dis- 
covering if possible whether the ass- 
assin was in any way mentally re- 
sponsible. 


The autopsy was conducted by Dr. 


Carlos F. McDonUdd, an expert alititatf 
Dr. Spitzka of New York and 
Dr. 


Gerin, the prison physician. The top 
of the head was sawed through the 
thickest part of the skull, which was 
found to be of normal thickness. 


It was the unanimous agreement 


after a mlscosopical examination that 
the brain was normal or slightly above 
the normal. 


They demonstrated to the satisfac- 


tion of the physicians that in no way 
was Czolgosz's mental condition, ex- 
cept as it might have been f>erverted, 
responsible for the crime. 


Will Preserve the 


Supt. Collins today stateg that he 


had decided for the present mot to des- 
troy any of the hundreds v of letters 
written to Czolgosz, to the warden and 
to himself. Most of them are signed 
with full proper names.

They may be valuable some 
time in running down anardhlsta, 


FATHER AMD BUOTMERS 


Waited For New* of Execution in As- 


sociated Press Office. 
, 
Showed Slight tCmotl** 


Cleveland, Ohio, Oct. 29—The father, 


two brothers, and several male neigh- 
bors of Leon Czolgosz waited in the As 
socJated Press office here this morning 
for newa of the death of the assassin 
at Auburn. 


The same seeming indifference was 


maintained to the end. 


There was a suspicion of tears in 


the eyes of the father as the death 
\vas announced. He said: 


"In-as-much as it had to be, it were 


better it is all over." 


He said he would have gone to Au- 


burn to see his son but he felt that he 
was not wanted. 


HIS LAST NIGHT 


Snffcred Slight Nervous Attack In the 


Evening and Denounced the

Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 29— Leon Czolgosz 


weakened only once on the night be- 
fore his execution, that being but for 
a few moments. In his interviews he 
sullenly refused to say anything that 
would indicate fear of his approaching 
end.

He sliowed no 
strength of l&ve for kin, nor did he turn 
to any of those higher considerations 
which ordinarily claim the thoughts of 
men occupying fai& position. He may 
have suffered untold torture, but out- 
wardly he seemed sullen and indifferent. 


The state is not to surrender posses- 


sion of his body and by sundown it will 
have been secretly buried in ground 
controlled by the officials of the Auburn 
prison. 


The Final Interview* 


neia m» ;ast two interviews 


last night, th« first with Superintendent 
Collins and the second with his brother 
and brother-in-law. Both of the Inter- 
views were brief and the interviewers 
did most of the talking until the ques- 
tion of religion was mentioned, when 
Czolgosz awoke from his seeming calm 
and violently denounced the church and 
the clergy and made his relatives prom- 
ise that tliere should be no services for 
him living or dead. 


Prior to the interviews, late in the 


evening, Czolgosz reluctantly received 
Fathers Fudzinski and Hickey. This 
was late In the afternoon and occurred 
after he had once before refused to 
meet them. When they reached the 
prison Superintendent Collins conveyed 
their reqwpsf f»r .?n interview to the

Hoped That Brigands Will

Washington, Oct. 29—The state de- 


partment has been advised 
by its 


agents that communication has been 
re-established with 
Miss Stone. No 


details are given to the public. 


It is understood, however, that the 


brigands decline to reduce the ran- 
som demanded, but as they have doubt 
less been apprised of the fact that the 
friends of Miss Stone are unable to 
raise the sura of $110,000 originally de- 
manded, it is hoped they will accept 
less. 


Exact whereabouts of the band which 


has possession of Miss Stone is not 
known to the state department. 
It 


has a general idea, of the location, but 
the Information is withheld because 
the department does not wish the 
Turkish or Bulgarian government to 
send troops to the place, because the 
abductors would probably flee to an- 
other hiding place and be more chary 
of reopening negotiations. It is under 
stood that the Russian government is 
co-operating with the United States in 
the negotiations. 


London, Oct. 29—Lord Kitchiner re- 


ports that Delarey and Kemp at- 
tacked the British force near the Great 
Manco river last Thursday. 


They were repulsed only after severe 


fighting, leaving 40 dead on the field, 
including Commandant Omstinneysen. 
" The British lost 28 killed and 55 
wounded. 


The Boers captured 
eight British 


wagons and pa/id special attention to 
the gunnery, as 37 gunners were killed 
or wounded. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 29—It is be- 


lieved that the riot between negroes 
and whites at Ballston has ended, as 
Governor Herd has countermanded the 
orde'rs to the troops to proceed there.

TV thoae who are especially interest- 


ed In the planetary aspect of the sky 
the month of October otters an unusu- 
ally brilliant programme, says the New 
fork Bveaing Post. The spectacle of 
four bright planets within one reach 
of the eye, while not an epochal event, 
Is quite out of the ordinary and as 
pleasing aa it is unusual. October la 
the month perhaps of all the year 
most faverable for amateur study, and 
the conditions this year for those who 
desire to mak'e a beginning In sky lore 
can never be excelled. 


By far the best plan Is to go out 


soon after sunset, before the sky baa 
become thickly set with stars. Then 
watch them as they develop one by 
one, 
the planets first, then the first 


magnitude stars and the lesser stars 
following In order as the shadows 
deepen. 
It gives a most surprising 


evidence of the unreliability of the un- 
trained eye when two stars of seem- 
ing equal brightness when seen against 
the background of a dark blue sky are 
Been most unequal under the test of 
twilight 


Look first to the west and gaze upon 


the "tender star of love," Venus, 
whose brilliant rays break forth be- 
fore the gold and purple of the set- 
ting sun has faded from the sight. 
Then look to the south and see another 
star of exceeding brilliancy, second 
only to Venus of all that axe In the 
eky. This Is Jupiter, vastly more dis- 
tant than Venus, but reflecting from 
his mighty disk of 80,000 miles diatne- 
ter so milch of the sun's rays as to 
make him one of the most conspicuous 
objects of our sky. 


In the few minutes that have elapsed 


since we came out a number of the 
brighter stars have emerged from their 
hiding and are Seen scattered over the 
great dome of the (sky. Another ap- 
pears near Jupiter, a little to the left, 
as viewed from this locality. This is 
Saturn, the next greatest of the plan- 
ets and the most distant of those ob- 
served by the unaided eye. A telescope 
Is of course needed to see his rings, 
and those wHo Bare the opportunity 
to look through such an instrument 
should make haste-to do so as the Con- 
ditions will grow less favorable for sev- 
eral years to eome. To the naked eye 
Saturn appears as a standard first mag- 
nitude star, with a light pale, but 
clear arid Strong. 


Turning again to Venus we find a 


not particularly bright stat In her 
near vicinity—a star "right enough, 
however, to be at once Identified. This 
is Mars, whose increaslhg distance 
from the earth and the faot that his 
face is partly averted from the sun 
combine to lessen his erstwhile bright- 
ness. In a few weeks he will be hid- 
den in the rays of the sun, and we shall 
see little of him until 1903. Mars and 
Venus will be in conjunction on the 
morning of the 10th and may be looked 
upon the evening before and after. 
Mars will appear about two moon- 
breadths north of the brighter planet. 
On the evening of the 15th the crescent 
moon will hover above the two planets, 
a rarely beautiful sight and one which 
only cloudy weather should be an ex- 
cuse for missing. 


In this neighborhood on the evenings 


from the llth to the 14th we may 
look for the elusive planet Mercury. 
He will ba seen quite near the planets 
just described a little toward the hori- 
zon. There will tee no other star in the 
neighborhood fo confuse, and so mis- 
take is impossible. The view of Mer- 
cury is exceptionally" favorable this 
month, for he is seen at the unusual 
distance of 25 degrees from the sun. 
This happens because we see him at 
his greatest angle only a few days 
from the time of his aphelion. Though 
seldom seen, because usually in the 
daylit sky, Mercury shines as a very 
bright star, this because, being very 
near the sun, the planet receives an 
enormous amount of light 


This gorgeous planetary programme 


does not in the least mean that we 
should forget our friends, the ever 
faithful fixed stars. 
In the region 


•bout midway between the two planet- 
ary groups we see a single first mag- 
nitude star Whose ruddy color is at 
once apparent This is Antares in the 
constellation Scorpio. 
The winding 


figure of the scotpioa is easily traced 
if the night is dark and clear. 


Almost due south at this hour is 


another first magnitude star of a pale 
white color, suggesting Saturn. This 
is Fomalhaut In the Southern Flab, It 
la the most southern.first magnitude 
atar ever seen from this latitude. 


Turn to the north «nd bebdld once 


more the Great Bear, or Big Dipper, 
the most marked through all ages and 
In every land of all the figures Id the 
Bky. 


Opposite the Big Dipper, at about 


the same distance on the other side of 
the North star,' is the constellation 
Cassiopeia, forming a kind of Irregular 
W. Farther down toward the horizon 
are seen the three stars which mark 
the constellation" Perseus. 
Still far- 


ther down we see the bright star Ca- 
pella, which will for several months to 
come be one of the chief ornaments of 
the evening sky. Stretching away east- 
ward and upward is a row of star* 
beginning with toe middle fctar of the 
three in Perseus and ending In one of 
the corners of the great square of Pe- 
gasus.

For Alleged Uae of Mails In * Scheme 


to Defraud, but Officers' Search Is 
Unrewarded—Said to Have Handled 
$1,000,000 In Manipulative Deals 


Boston, Oct. 29.—What the United 


States marshal's ofilce declares to be 
one of the biggest frauds they have 
ever had to d»al with in this city has 
just been brought to their attention and 
yesterday warrants were issued at the 
request of the United States district at- 
torney for the arrest of certain members 
of a firm of State street brokers on th» 
charge of using the United States mails 
in a &cheme,to detraud. The names of 
the men involved and of the firm were 
not disclosed by the district attorney, as 
it is understood that the men could not 
be found. 


A half dozen young women engaged 


as typewriters and as telephone opera- 
tives employed by the concern, upon be- 
ing asked for information, seemed to ba 
wholly without knowledge 
of 
the 


whereabouts of the men wanted. 
. These young women were escorted to 
the office of the United States marshal 
for examination, after which they were 
permitted to leave on giving assurance 
that they were ready to respond as 
witnesses whenever wanted. 


The case is believed to be similar to 


the noted Dean case which stirred Xew 
York »about a year ago. The conduct 
of discretionary pools and the handling 
of customers' money in blind combina- 
tions is what caused the postom'ce 
authorities to act. It is said that the 
firm has handled $1,000,000 since Jan. 
1, 1901. 


The method of the firm, so it is said, 


was so very simple that even the in- 
spectors were .surprised. People ail 
over the country, so it is alleged, were 
written to and told what excellent 
chances there wa» to invest and net 
large returns. Popls were formed and 
those desirous of getting rich quickly 
were cordially invited to send all they 
had. "Sesd 5100, $200, 3500, $1000, or 
even 52039; send us all you can and get 
rich fast with us," was the message 
sent, so it is said, and then the dupes 
began to be heard frona. Money came 
pouring into the office f rpni all directions 
aad f rosi all sorts of sources. 


"Our manipulative deals" was the 


term used, and so the subscribers were 
not supposed to know what their money 
was to be invested for or when. So for 
this reason 'it did not eatise any sur- 
prise if they did not hear from the com- 
pany as to the manner in which their 
money had been invested for two or 
three weeks. It is said when a report 
was made to the manner of the invest- 
ment,'two or three weeks after the 
money had been sent out, it would be 
to the effect that the pool had been 
formed 'on some well known stock, and 
that as the quotations had gone down, 
the margin had been swept in, and that 
more money was necessary immediately 
in order to save the stock. 


And then, on receipt of this informa-

mails had been used for the promotion 
of the plan, it was determined to work 
the case up against the promoters, 


K Accident' to BlgfOun 


New York. Oct. 29.—The segmental 


wire lube 10-inch breech-loading rifle, 
over 37 feet in length and weighing 
26 1-4 tons, built at a cost of $33,000, 
while being tested with smokeless 
powder charges, burst yesterday at the 
Sandy Hook proving 
grounds. The 


breech-block and about 8 inches of the 
cast seel trunnion -jacket were blown 
back about 150 feet, where they struck 
a raised concrete-foundation 50 feet 
thick on which was a battery of six 
mortars, weighing 20 tons each. The 
shattered piece of the big gun swept the 
concrete foundation away and the mor- 
tars were i-olled about in all directions. 
Luckily all the persons interested in the 
tests M-ere safely hidden in the bomb 
proofs.

PUDDING SAUCES. 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


A pudiling i< not complete without t 


lauee. That sauce, generally spe.ikiu'r 
should be both nice and iuexpensivt 
She would b'- :i poor cook indeed TI hu 
could not make u nice sauce it she h,u' 
all the ejjKi and other sometimes verj 
expensive materials at her command iu 
unlimited quantities. But we ace not a!! 
so fortunate as to have no ^utk oc 
our expense account and we need to re- 
gard the cost, so for the less wealthj 
we will suggest tie following recipes. 


Foamy Sauce. 


Beat the whites of two eggs until 


foamy, but not f*ry; add one cupful of 
sugar and beat again; I>OUB in one cup- 
ful of boiling milk aud the juice of one 
lemon. Another foamy sauce is made 
fis follows: 
Cieam one-half cupful of 


butter, add one cupful 
ot powdered 


sugar, one teaspoonfiil of vanilla, two 
tabiespoonfuk of any nice fruit juice 01 
syrup. 
Just before serving add one 


quarter of a cupful of boiSng water and 
the white of one egg beaten to a foam. 


I 
FISH "CHOPS? 


Put in a douole boiler one cupful of 


tailfc nmi when scalded', stir into it one 
tab!"f,po0aful of butter and two rounded 
tablespoounils of flour rubbed together. 
Cook for five minutes, remove from the 
fire and mix in the beaten yolks of two 
eggs, stirring all the time. Replace over 
the fire aud stir until thickened. Take 
one pint of shredded boiled fish, sprinkle 
it with one tcaspooaful of salt, one-half 
teuspooiiful of pepper, one tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley and ten drops of 
lemon juice. 
Mix the fish with the 


white sauce, then spread it on a dish to 
cool and stiffen, which will take several 
hours. Take a tablespoonful of the mix- 
ture in the hands aud mould it into the 
foieu of chops, round at one end and 
pointed at the other, roll thorn inerumbs, 
rheu in beaten egg, then in crumbs 
atrain and let them stand for a whll« t» 
stiffen a little more. 
Place them in a 


basket, four at a time, aud immcrso in 
hot fat to color and place on a paper t« 
draia. When all are done, make a small 
hole in the pointed end and insert a 
sprig of parsley, dress oa a napkin and 
serve with tomaio sauce. 


Lemon Sauce. 


Two cups ot hot water and one cup 


of sugar, boil five minutes; add three 
heaping teaspoonfnls of corn starch wet 
in a little cold water and boil ten min- 
utes; then add the jnicc and grated 
rind of one lemon and one tablespoonful 
of butter; stir until the butter is melted 
and serve at once. 


Whipped Cream Sauce. 


Mix one cup of cream with one-half a 


cup of powdeied sugar and one tea- 
spoonfal of temon or vanilla; whip it 
without skimming off the froth; add the 
beaten white of one egg and beat all to- 
gether- This may be served with any 
pudding generally eaten with sugar and 
cream. 


Yellow Sauce. 


Cream one-half cupful of butter, add 


one-half a cupful of brown sugar, and 
stir over hot water until liquid; then 
add the beaten yolk of one egg and stiv 
until it thickens; add the juice of half 
a lemon and a little grated nutmeg. 


Caramel Sauce. 


Put one-half a cupful of sugar in an 


j omelet pan and stir over the fire until 
! melted and a light brown. Add one-half 
j cupful of boiling water and simmer ten 
I minutes. 


Molasses Sauce. 


Mix one cup of molasses with the 


juice of one lemon or one tablespoonful 
of vinegar, one-half saltspoon of salt and 
one tablespoonful of butter. 
Boil ten 


minutes and serve with plain rice or ap- 
ple pudding. 


Plain Sauce. 


Melt one heaping tablespoonful of but- 
ter, add two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
one and one-half eups of hot water. 
Cook as for drawn butter, stirring until 
smooth, then add one and one-half cups 
of brown sugar. Stir until the sugar is 
melted, add two tablespoonfuls of lemon 
juice and a little nutmeg. 


Apricot Sauce. 


One cup of apricot juice, one-half cup- 


ful of sugar, one teaspoonful of corn 
Btarch; boil all together five minutes and 
strain. Use any kind of fruit juice or 
syrup in the same manner. 


LOBSTER CHOPS. 


Two cups of boiled lobster, three 


tablespoonfuls of flour, one tablespoon- 
ful 
of chopped parsley, one cup of 


cream, one tablespoonful of butter, yolks 
of three eggs, i=alt,and cayenne to taste; 
add all the seasoning to the lobster; rub 
the butter and flour together, then add 
to the cieam when boiling; add the 
beaten yolks, cook two minutes, then 
take from the fire and add the lobster; 
mix and turn out on a flat dish to cool. 
When cold cut into chops, roll first in 
beaten egg, then in bread crumbs; fry 
in boiling fat until a nice brown; put 
the end of a small lobster claw in each 
to represent the mutton bone; garnish 
with parsley and serve hot. 


CREAMED ONIONS WITH 


FLAKED RICE. 
Take three good sized onion1?, three 


cups of water, two cups of milk, two 
cups of flaked rice, a dessert spoon even 
full of salt, a quarter of a teaspoonful 
of pepper and butter the size of an egg. 
Peel and cut the onions quite fine, put 
them into a part of the double boiler, 
with the water; aJd salt aad pepper, set 
on the itove and boil for one hour; then 
set in double boftar containing boiling 
water and add flaked rice, previously 
eoaked ia the milk; add butter and cook 
for twenty minutes, stirring frequently. 


POACHED WITH MUSHROOMS. 
Take one can of mushrooms, place in 


a saucepan with a tablespoonful of good 
butter; sea?ou with half a teaspoonful 
of salt and a small pinch of white pep- 
per, add t-wo drops of iemon juice and 
cook ior Ua miir:lt>s. Now thicken the 
sauce, then poach ten eggs. Pour the 
sauce oa n. platicr, neatly lay the eggs 
around the dfoli, put 1he mushrooms in 
the centre, and serve hot with toast. 


LEMON CREAM PIE. 


Beat the yolks of four eggs and the 


white of one, with ten tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, one of melted butter and the 
juice and grated rind of one large 
lemon; 
add three tablespoonfuls 
of 


water and a small pinch of salt. Bake 
In an under crust. When done beat the 
whites to a very stiff froth, adding 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, spread 
evenly on top and put back in the oven 
to brown.

ef baking powrtcr sifted with three scant 
teacap'fuls of flour. Uake in a buttered 
tin in a modprately hot oven three- 
quarters of an hour. 


SWEET POTATO PONE. 


One quart of grated sweet potatoes, 


one quart of sweet milk, two eggs, one- 
half teaspoonful of powdered nutmeg, 
one-half teaspoonful of powdered cinna- 
mon, butter the size of an egg, one full 
cup of brown sugar, a pinch of salt; 
bake in a slow oven one hour.

OTT the apples a thick meringue made 
by whipping to a froth the whites of 
thr?e eggs to each pie; sweeten with 
thrte tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar;

tern of an inch thick, put back into a 
quick oven until well set.

FAIRY OMELET. 


'Allow one egg for each person an3 


one egg extra. The yolks and whites 
should be beaten separately. Add to 
the yolks a little pepper, a pinch of salt, 
a half teaspconful of flour mixed with a 
little milk; slowly mix in a part of the 
beaten whites; pour into a hot spider 
in which butter has been melted. Add 
the rest of the whites, cover aad bake 
slowly. Fold over and serve hot. Two 
small omelets are better than oae large 
one. 


SCALLOPED CHICKEN. 


Boil chicken in water to which a Iff- 


tie salt has been added until tender; 
remove the bones and pick up quite fine; 
put a layer of cracker crumbs in a but- 
tered baking dish, then one of chicken; 
season well with butter, pepper and 
salt; continue in alternate layers until 
the dish is full, with cracker crumbs 
last and plenty of bits of butter; mois- 
ten with rich milk and bake until brown 
on top. 


POT BOAST OF BEEF. ' 


Take a piece of lean beef, four or fiva 


pounds and put in a vessel with 
enough cold water to half cover the 
meat; after it has come to a boil and 
tlie scurn taken off, put in one small 
onion, cut fine, pepper and salt, also a 
little celery salt; set it back on the 
stove so that it Trill boil gently until 
tender; Ihicken the gravy with browned 
flour. Serve hot in a dish with the 
gravy poured around it. 


JELLIED CHICKEN. 


Clean and cut up a chicken; stew la 


enough water to cover; when nearly 
cooked season with salt and pepper; 
stew down cntil the water is nearly out 
and the meat drops easily from the 
bones: remove all bones, skin and gris- 
tle and chop .the meat. Put a layer of 
chicken in a mold, then a layer of cold 
boiled eggs until the dish is full. Heat 
tho water or gravy left from the chicken 
and pour over .ill and leave to jelly. 


CHICKEN WITH OYSTERS. 


Season and stew a chicken in one 


quart of water until tender, take it out 
on a hot dish and keep warm; then add 
to the liquor one tablespoonful of flour, 
rubbed in two tablespoorifuls of butter, 
and add seasoning to taste; let it come 
to a boil, then add twenty-five oysters, 
drained, and boil two minutes. 
Pour, 


over the chicken and serve hot. 


ANGEL CAKE. 


A nice but inexpensive cake !g made 


as follows: 
The whites of seven eggs 


well beaten, one pound of powdered 
sugar, two teacupfuls of flour sifted 
three times, with two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, two teaspoonfula of 
vanilla added last. Bake in buttered 
tin in hot oven half an hour. 


VIRGINIA CORN MUFFINS. 


Three eggs well beaten; three cups of 


sweet milk, add one tablespoonful of 
melted lard, one teaspoonful of salt; into 
two heaping cups of Indian, corn meal 
and one of flour sift two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, add last and beat well; 
bake quifikly ia rings or small patty 
pans and serve hot. 


FRENCH CREAM CUSTARD. 


One quart of milk. When at the boil- 


ing point add four eggs beaten with five 
.tablesijoonfuls 
of sugar, four table- 


rspoonfuls of cornstarch dissolved in a 
little milk; flavor with vanilla. When 
cool line a di"=h* with lady fingers or 
sponge cake, pour on the custard and 
serve with whipped cream. 


CODDLED OYSTERS. 


Put a small tablespoonful of bntter fa 


a 
saucepan; when melted • pour 
in 


enough tomato catsup to nicely cover 
the number of oysters to'be used; when 
it begins to bubble add the oysters and 
cook for two minutes; pour pn slices ot 
toast and serve at once. 


TO FRY GELATINE. 


Drop gelatine from the hand into fleep 


fat. 
Keep in motion with a skimmer 


and it will at once swell and becom* 
white. Remove from the fat and draim 
on brown paper. 


SUGARED BEETS. 


Cut six hot boiled beets in small 


pieces. 
Cream two tnblr>spoonfuls of

A'dd to tho 
beets and reheat. 


CELERY SALAD. 


Separate and clean the stalks. Let

world has been more knife-like in its 
revelation of the awful gulf that sep- 
arates ignorance from the goal to- 
ward which the race is looking. It was 
not the ignorance of books nor of men 
nor of events, which is what men often 
mean when they think of ignorance, 
but that utter barreness of soul which 
can come only In one whose very being 
is a turning*aside from the course 
which the race has run to reach its 
present state. It is for us a glimpse 
into the distant past, before the first 
germ of social instinct had begun its 
uplifting growth. 


We have done today with Leon Czol- 


gosz. Society has protected itself from 
him and raised a warning in the hope 
that it may penetrate even the moral 
darkness of those others who repre- 
sent the hopeless past as did he. But 
society has not revenged itself on him. 
There is no revenge on ignorance. Hav- 
ing taken the steps to protect itself 
from its own past brought thus face 
to face'With its present, society turns 
from the spectacle to put its present 
in face with the future, to reach for- 
ward to higher light, and to pierce 
with this light the darkness that has 
survived from chaos until the present 
day, the darkness that brought" forth 
a Czolgosz.

SUl/Utl.lMs Net 


About $4,000,000. 


Auoitor Henry A. Castle of the post- 


office department at Washington has 
closed the books of the postal service 
for the fiscal year ended June 80 last, 
something over three months being al- 
ways required to balance the ledger 
accounts with 77,000 postmasters and 
make all the other settlements required 
with toe numerous branches of the 
system. The results of the year's busi- 
hess are as follows: 


Receipts, $111,631,183.39; expendi- 


tures, $115,554,924.87; net deficit (in- 
cluding losses by flre, etc.), $3,981,- 
520.71. The deficit for the fiscal year 
is thus Blicwn to be less than $4,000,000 
and about $1,300,000 smaller than for 
the preceding year. Owfng to tbe ex- 
tension of rural free delivery and otUer 
augmented appropriations in ever/ de. 
partment, the expenses of the service 
were $8,200,000 greater than tbe pre- 
ceding year, but tbe continuance of the 
nation's prosperity raised the receipts 
more than $9,250,000. 


There has been a steady decrease in 


postal deficits during the past ten 
years. In round figures they were $11,- 
500,000 in 1S97; $9,000,000 in 1898; $6,- 
500,000 in 1899; $8,500,000 in 1900 and 
$4,000,000 in 1901. 
If this percentage 


of shrinkage in the deficit should con- 
tinue, it would be entirely wiped out 
within three years. 
' 


It is considered significant of tbe In- 


creased business activity of tbe coun- 
try that while owing to enormous ex- 
tensions of the postal service its ex- 
penditures have increased $21,500,000, 
or 22 per cent, in five years, its revenue 
baa increased $20,000,000, equivalent to 
85 per cent, during tbe same period. 


Tbe auditor's report also shows the 


transactloms of the postal money order 
business for tbe same period, Every 
money order issued in the United 
States comes into the auditor's office 
as a voucher, and all tbe accounts are 
kept and settlements made with post- 
masters in that bureau. Tbe aggre- 
gate amount of money orders issued 
during the year was $294,618,680.99. 
The amount paid was $281,554,711.72. 
The difference between these tw* 
amounts represents principally money 
'orders Issued in this country and paid 
In foreign countries. 


The total of monetary transactions 


of the postofficc department, including 
postal receipts and 
revenues and 


money orders Issued and paid, foots 
up for the fiscal year 1901, $803,859,- 
576.97. This total was less than $715,- 
000,000 for tbe next preceding fiscal 
year, 'showing an increase of nearly 
$89,000,000.

ntlMionev of Education, In • Pri- 
vate Letter to • Friend Telia Wnat 
Haw Bean Accomplished In a. Short 
Time. 
Dr. M. 6. Brumbaugh, United States 


commissioner of education of Porto Ri- 
co, in a private letter to a friend at 
Schenectady, N. Y., tells of the prog- 
ress of educational work in the island. 
He says: 


First—We maintain school In Porto 


Rico for nine months—1. e., the average 
school year is nine months. This Is as 
high as any state In the Union, I think. 


Second.—Our average daily attend- 


ance for nine months was 75 per cent. 
In 1897-8 it was in Massachusetts 76, 
Pennsylvania 74, New York 88, Kansas 
69, Virginia 68, Texas 66 and New 
Mexico 64. Thus, you see, we are now 
ahead of Pennsylvania by 1 per cent 
and within. 1 per cent of Massachu- 
setts. This is a conclusive argument 
that our schools are popular in the true 
sense. 


Third.—Under military government 


we had 612 schools. On May 1, 1900, 
we had 800 schools. For term opening 
Sept 30 we shall have 1,000 schools. 


Fourth.—When I came here, we had 


less than 100 good American school 
desks for pupils. Washington sent a 
few secondhand desks. Since I came 
we have put into the schools' use 7,000 
first class desks. This year we shall 
add 7,500. 


Fifth.—In January we had not one 


schoolhouse of our own in Porto Rico. 
We now have eighteen agricultural 
schoolhonses built and ready for Sept 
30, eight more in process of erection, 
six four room brick graded schools 
ready, two four room almost ready, 
three ten room In process, re/idy Sept. 
30; one sir roonfra. process, ready Sept 
30; three two room in process, ready 
Sept. 30; cost of all, $200,000; cost of 
equipment, $30,000; insular normal^ 
ready Nov. 1, $35,000; value of perma- 
nent equipment, $265,000 in six months. 


Sixth.—We have petitions for more 


schools daily; demand greatly exceeds 
supply. Our limit Is money. We have 
?,°>00,000 In this year's budget for 
schools, which is 25 per cent of all in- 
sular funds. Impossible to maintain 
more from insular revenue. United 
States government ought to give us 
$250,000 to $300,000 annually for ten 
years to erect scboolhouses. No local 
district has been able to erect a school- 
house. 


Seventh.—We have in many schools 


fifty-five pupils—the 
limit—and 
as 


many as 124 on the waiting list—i. e., 
batches up to 124 ready to enter vari- 
ous schools as soon as we can find 
ropm for them. 


Eighth.—Spain had a few schools- 


only in towns. The poor peons never 
had a single school. We have now 
.opened over 400 rural schools and 200 
more will open Sept 30, 1001. This is 
democratic ideals working among the 
humble and neglected. To us it is one 
of our best results. 


Ninth.—Some one in Chicago is try- 


Ing to have an official (?) Spanish ver- 
sion of the "Star Spangled Banner" 
adopted. It is not needed in Porto 
Rico. All our 40,000 children sing 
"America," "Hail Columbia" and "Star 
Spangled Banner" in English. 
We 


want no Spanish version of our na- 
tional hymns. The children easily and 
quickly sing in English, and a national 
song loses force in a translation of any 
sort 


Tenth.—We are now on a propa- 


ganda to beautify tbe school grounds. 
First attempt—houses are being white- 
washed or painted, grounds fenced, 
campus provided, flowers planted, an 
effort to take care of grounds and 
bouse. Its influence in tbe homes of 
the people is good. 
, Eleventh.—Local boards this year 
will have money to pay all their debts 
for the first time. This is tbe financial 
stamina injected In one year—e. g., 
Ponce owed $8,000 last year. 


Twelfth.—Systematic practical agri- 


culture will be taught in twenty 
schools—i. e., one acre of ground will 
be worked daily. Thus the industrial 
future of Porto Rico is being conserved. 


Thirteenth.—Tbe total cost of a pupil 


i nour schools during the past year to 
the insular government is $12 for nine 
months. 


Fourteenth.—Tbe Hon. Andrew Car- 


negie has practically conceded to us a 
free public library ($150,000), due to 
my personal effort, 


Fifteenth.—A free public library is 


furnishing 7,500 volumes; open daily 
till 10 p. m. Doing much good. 


Sixteenth.—Budget for 1900 gave 


?400,000, for 1901 $500,000, for mainte- 
nance of schools. 


This 25 per cent increase represents 


only our financial, not our educational 
growth. We could have voted $1,000,- 
000 and had support from public senti- 
ment. But we knew our financial lim- 
its. The main objection to the budget 
was that the school fund was too 
small.

MOTIVE OF CZAR'S TRIP 


British Conjectures Concerning 


His Visit to France. 


THE VIEWS OF 11, DE BLOWITZ, 


A Desire to Soothe Offended French 


Sentiment One Explanation—Plan* 
to Effect a Loan Another—Develop- 
ment of Rnaaia's Re»ource« and 
Capital Needed. 
"The French people'through all the 


merely ministerial cfianges of the past 
thirty years have maintained their con 
fldence in the trained and intelligent 
patriotism of the diplomatists and per- 
manent officials who have defended 
French interests in Europe and else- 
where-with a regular consistency on 
lines dictated by the general situation 
since 1871." 


With statements 4Ike this English 


writers who have so far discussed the 
meeting at Compiegne between Czar 
Nicholas II. and President Loubet 
have been content to dismiss the ques- 
tion of the Franco-Russian alliance. 
What discussion there has been has 
turned upon the motives for the visit- 
Outside of France there is an absolute 
agreement that a Russian loan is 
forthcoming, but in the republic itself 
conjecture has found many other ex- 
planations. M. de Blowitz in dealing 
with the omission of a visit to Paris 
from the programme writes: 


"I am convinced that from the very 


first Nicholas II. meant by his visit to 
the navy and army to efface the almost 
p.iiuful imprcssiou which the French 
nation experienced when the presence 
of the Russian eaibassador at the 
maneuvers of Alsace-Lorraine became 
known. This is why Nicholas II. wish- 
ed to go from the Dunkerque naval 
review to the military maneuvers and 
the review of Betheny, so that his stay 
in France should be the e'sact counter- 
part of the military incident In Alsace- 
Lorraine last year. Further, it should 
not be forgotten that the fact that tho 
czarina is in mourning for Queen Vic- 
toria and th<? Empress Frederick must 
have induced him to hold aloof from 
the inevitably brilliant and.,stirring ac- 
companiments of a Paris^ fete, and, 
finally, that the horrible'' murder- of 
President McKinley and his funeral 
coincided so exactly with the presence 
of the Russian imperial pair in France 
that the decision of Nicholas II. to 
keep away from, .Parisian exuberance 
cannot but be considered exceedingly 
tactful and in very good taste." 


Nowhere is there any question of thd 


genuineness of the alliance or any at- 
tempt at minimizing the significance of 
the present meeting. The English re- 
view quoted above—The Speaker—goes 
so far as to set forth the solid reasons 
for expecting that :such a union should 
endure. It says: 


"Like (all modern alliances, the dual 


alliance has a purely political charac- 
ter and Is based upon reasons of in- 
terest; it is, therefore, beside the mark 
to wonder ut the friendship between 
two states which are at opposite poled 
In their constitution and ideals. It is 
probable, for that matter, that an old 
misapprehension of the relations be- 
tween the CZO.T and his people and the 
nature of a sovereignty which is 
rather a popular theocracy than a 
depotism proper makes the contrast 
seem even more violent than it is in 
fact. In any case, it is on the ground 
of political utility that all that is most 
republican in France (for the socialist 
protest is merely an incident of French 
domestic politics), like all that is most 
autocratic in Russia, has long ago ac- 
cepted the alliance. 


"It Is something when no positive 


antipathy proceeding from the memory 
of recent injuries (as is to some extent 
the case with countries forming the 
triple alliance) divides the peoples 
whose masters commit them to a 
dynastic amity. The quarrels between 
France and Russia in the past have 
only been dynastic; their interests In 
most parts of the world are identical, 
and, perhaps, the only serious possibil- 
ity of their ever conflicting concerns 
the protectorates which they exercise 
In Syria and other parts of the Otto- 
mau empire over the Latin and Ortho- 
dox Christians respectively. But there 
are also certain moral bonds between 
the two. Much as the national charac- 
ters differ, it must not be forgotten 
that either Is essentially a people of 
peasants, and that they hdve in com- 
mon a genius for sympathetic assim- 
ilation which no other European race 
has shown. Moreover, from' the time 
when the Empress Catherine corre- 
sponded with the encyclopedists the 
educated classes of Russia have been 
the roost faithful vassals of the French 
intellectual empire."

Official Statement of First Six

Eteel corporation for the first fill 
months of the company's career, as an- 
nounced officially, are $54,954,871, says 
the New York Herald. These figures 
were given out after a meeting of the 
company's directors, at which the usual 
quarterly dividends were declared on 
both the common and preferred stocks. 


Unusual interest was shown by Wall 


street regarding the probable action of 
the directors on the matter of their 
issuing a statement of operations. AD 
doubts were scattered, however, after 
the close of the Stock Exchange by the 
formal statement of the company's 
sound position. The figures show an 
enormous business, which was not in- 
jured, apparently, by the steel strike. 


President Schwab tells the story of 


the company's operations since April 
last, when the billion dollar trust was 
launched, In the following figures:

The actual financial requirements of 


the steel trust, which include dividends 
at the rate of 7 per cent on the pre- 
ferred and 4 per cent on the common 
etock, together with the interestton the 
bonds, are $71,021,907 for a full year. 
60 far this year, it can be seen, the 
company has earned within $16,000,000 
of this required amount 


During July and August, the months 


when the steel strike was waged the 
fiercest, the earnings of the steel trust 
did not show any decrease. The closing 
down of the entire system of plants of 
the American Tin Plate company, half 
of the mills of the American Sheet 
Steel company and a large percentage 
of the properties of the Steel Hoop 
company, according to the statement, 
was not reflected in the earning ca- 
pacity of the big steel company. 


This is explained by the statement 


that the executive management of the 
company was. able to distribute the 
business which otherwise would have 
been left unbandled among the various 
mills which were unaffected by the 
etrike. 


Out of this $54,954,871 the company 


has paid or will pay in dividends on 
the common and preferred stock a to- 
tal of §27,908,424. 
This amount In- 


cludes the regular 1% per cent on the 
preferred stock, declared July 2 last, 
and the 1 per cent on the common 
stock, declared at the same time, to- 
.gether with similar-dividends for'the 
second quarter of the year. 


In the statement it is announced that 


$7,059,705 has been set aside as a sink- 
Ing fund. After this amount was de- 
ducted the company charged off the 
interest of the bonds, amounting to 57,- 
600,000, the interest for half a year on 
the $305,000,000 5 per cent bonds issued 
when the company was formed. There 
was then left a total of $40,295,166 for 
dividends and other purposes. 


In the reports made by each of the 


subordinate properties of the trust, the 
Interest oa the bonds commonly known 
as'the underlying bonds of these com- 
panies was deducted before the final 
report of the earnings was made to the 
holding company. 


The net earnings as stated in the of- 


ficial announcement represent, there- 
fore, all the funds applicable to divi- 
Inads nnd interest on the bonded in- 
.k'btedntss. When these amounts are 
deducted, there remains a balance ap- 
plicable for a surplus or new construc- 
tion, as the directors may decide, 
amounting to $12,326,742.
